magic name off the state ballot. 
Now they wish they had a com­ 
bined ballot to cash in on the pull­

Disadvantages Evident 
Republicans and Democrats paid

Merry-Go-Round

W ASHINGTON — House 
investigators 
have hushed it up, but a hot clue in the tax 
scandals has m ysteriously disappeared. It 
is a secret recording of a telephone call 
from a T reasury inform ant, charging that 
ex-Internal 
Revenue 
Commissioner 
Joe 
Nunan and Assistant Commissioner Bolich 
were paid money in two tax cases. 
The story was spread on the King com­ 
m ittee's record when Bolich answ ered in­ 
vestigators’ questions behind closed doors. 
L ater he refused to talk at a public session 
on the grounds of self-inclim ination. U n­ 
der cross - exam ination by investigators, 
however, Bolich vigorously denied taking 
money but adm itted knowing about the 
missing record. 
This was a recording of a telephone con­ 
versation from a treasury inform ant, who 
previously had tipped off 
T -m an 
Bert 
Young th at M artin Schwaeber, form er law 
partner of ex-Congressm an 
T. 
Vincent 
Quinn, had paid money to Nunan and Bol­ 
ich. Q uite recently, Quinn, a form er high­ 
ranking m em ber of the Justice D epart­ 
m ent, was called before the King subcom ­ 
m ittee and adm itted intervening w ith the 
T reasury in 28 different tax cases while he 
was a m em ber of Congress. 
He also ad­ 
m itted receiving revenue from 
his 
law 
firm at that time. Many legal experts con­ 
sider this a violation of the law', 
though 
Jam es M clnerney, a friend of Q uinn’s and 
his successor as assistant attorney general, 
testified th at the law was "fuzzy.” 
Quinn is now’ district attorney for Queens 
County, New York, w here he is supposed to 
set an exam ple for law enforcem ent. 
A fter the T reasury tipster had repeated 
his charge over the telephone, a transcript 
of the conversation was put in Treasury 
files. The alleged paym ent was supposed to 
have occurred w hile Nunan w'as still the 
nation’s tax chief and before Bolich’s pro­ 
motion to the No. 2 spot in the Internal 
R evenue Bureau. 
FORGOTTEN RECORD 
"Now, it is the dam nedest thing in the 
w orld,” blurted Bolich when the investi- 
gatros sprang the story on him. 
"I 
had 
never thought of that thing from years ago 
until I am plastered with it. . . 
Well, 
I 
m ean, I had completely forgotten about 
the record.” 
"Do you have any knowledge of the dis­ 
position ol that record??” snapped chiel 
counsel A drian De Wind. 
"My recollection of w hat happened to 
the record, Mr. De Wind, is that it was left 
in the file case in the front office. It was a 
very sm all little disc, and it was put in an 
envelope and put in front there,” recalled 
Bolich. 
"W hen Mr. Young inform ed you of this 
m atter w ith respect to the passage of m on­ 
ey, did he m ention any other individuals 
that w ere involved??” 
asked investigator 
Stanley Surrey. 
"Yes, I mean, he also said that in this 
particular situation, he (Sehw'aeber) was 
going to give 
money 
to 
Comm issioner 
N unan,” testified Bolich. 
"I gather Mr. N unan’s reaction was that 
the inform ant was lying,” rem arked S u r­ 
rey. 
"Oh, yes,” quickly agreed Bolich. 
"Did you ask Mr. Young as to his opin­ 
ion of the reliability of this inform ant?” 
pressed Surrey. 
“H e said he had suite a bit of regard for 
him ,” adm itted Bolich. 
R econstructing the episode, the ex-tax 
official told in his own words 
how 
he 
learned of it. 
DELICATE INFORMATION 
"I w alked into Mr. M urphy's office, and 
Young w alked out.” he began. "And then 
M urphy told me that Mr. Young had just 
given him some inform ation which was 
very delicate, and he w anted m e to know 
it. He said, ‘It involves you’— m eaning me. 
He said th at Young had an inform ant who 
had told him that Mr. Schw aeber had said 
that he had given m e money. It was sup- 
poaed to be on two cases, the Circle W ire 
an dCable case and the Leary case.” 
At this point, Bolich turned nervously to 
th efoficial stenographer 
and 
pleaded: 
"This should be kept off the record for a 
m om ent, because w hat I said and how I 
expressed m yself would not look good on 
the record.” 
But the stenographer continued to take 
down every word. 
"M r. 
M urphy’s 
im m ediate 
reaction.” 
continued Bolich, "w as that it was a hell 
of a slander— because of three things. To 
use a figure of speech, the red lights were 
up on Mr. Schw aeber and had been up for 
a long time. In this particular case, the 
Circle W ire and Cable case, my attitude 
was one to push it to a grand ju ry so that 
w'e could m ake a com plete investigation 
and if possible come up w ith prosecution. 
In the other case, the Leary case, I had 
ne\ er had anything to do w ith the Leary 
case.

Thir­ 
teen years laten', in an exhibit of 
paintings in San Francisco,

saw the original, it haunted him 
and gave him no release until tin* 
poem was finished. 
All the vei -c's were first read ut 
a literary gathering iii San Fran­ 
cisco. The cditoi 
of 
the 
San 
Francisco Examiner was present, 
and exclaimed: "That poem will 
go down through the centuries’’ 
lf appeared in the* middle ut the 
editorial page* ce the Examiner on 
December 28. 1899 
Immediately 
it produced a rage of controversy 
For -tx solid 
months 
the 
San 
Francisco papei carried a page ol : 
letters from readers 
about 
t h e . 
poem, 
The discussion was picked up 
by newspapers throughout the n a­ 


tion and abroad. A prize of 
two 
thousand dollars was offered ten 
the best answer to it. The answer 
was printed and quickly 
passed 
into oblivion, but the verses 
for 
which Edwin M arkham 
received 
forty dollars will long 
survive 
Cartoons and 
editorials

number were printed, and num ­ 
erous sermons were preached on 
the poem. It is included in prac­ 
tically all anthologies of poetry. 
"The Man With the Hoe” has 
been translated into forty differ­ 
ent languages.

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TV Restriction 
Satisfies Ruark 


By KOBERT C. RUARK 
NEW YORK — Although some 
may see a horrid curtailment of 
toe freedom of communication by 
a recent act to prevent the broad­ 
cast, televising, or filming of any 
clambake where the witnesses get 
hauled in under subpoena, it looks 
to me like a swell idea. 
This means that in these parts 
we won’t have any more gaudy 
hearings like the Kefauver crime 
committee vaudevilles, which ac­ 
complished very little outside the 
entertainment 
field—except 
to 
solidify 
Kefauver’s 
preliminary 
pass at the Presidency. I believe 
that we can muddle along, some­ 
how, without televising stuff that 
is serious enough to warrant a jail 
sentence if you find yourself too 
flustered to answer 
up 
bravely 
like the man says. 
It was my idea when Frank 
Costello was being 
sweated 
by 
Kefauver’s road show that no mat­ 
ter what you might feel about a 
man’s guilt or innocence, he de­ 
serves better than a chance to 
prove himself before a battery of 
glaring lights, prowling cameras, 
and the disarming knowledge that 
his every move is being flashed to 
an audience of millions. 


Tough On The Nerves 


You have to appear before tele­ 
vision a couple of times to appre­ 
ciate truly the strain of being an 
unpaid actor in a 
drama 
that 
might conceivably wind up in a 
jail sentence. To put it bluntly, an 
amateur is not at his best. 
More in accident than by in­ 
tent I have appeared on some tele­ 
vision shows, and by extreme luck 
nobody was accusing me of any­ 
thing you can go to jail for. But 
the mouth dries up, and you spit 
blobs of cotton. The hands shake 
and the prespiration pours. The 
brain, what there is of it, has a 
tendency to shrivel. 
Any man on a witness stand is 
going to be a touch nervous, when 
the boy with thd beady 
eye 
is 
giving you that old whete-were- 
you-on-the-night-of 
treatment, 
and casting those cuties at you, 
auch as when did you stop beating 
your wife, or is it true that ypu 
passed the red light doing 90 
miles an hour? Face the witness 
with the staring orb of the camera 
and those big hot lights, and even 
a bishop is apt to stutter like a 
thief. With no trouble at all you 
can magnify a slightly guilty con­ 
science into a damning confession 
of uncommitted crime. 
Beyond the fact that a man is 
sot at his best in an unfamiliar 
medium is a basic 
principle 
we 
have not yet licked in the televi­ 
sion business. It is as much econo­ 
mic as anything. Nobody can tell 
me that a fellow may be forced 
to work to provide entertainment 
for 
a 
commercially sponsored 
product without receiving compen­ 
sation for his chores. 
Invasion Of Privacy 
We are coming back to cover 
age of the political 
conventions 
soon in this country. It is not too 
early to insist that the TV boys 
rover their own press conferences 
and the other professional events 
without the involuntary help of a 
lot of us who do not work for TV, 
don’t care about TV, and who do 
not wish to provide a lot of fodder 
for TV. 
I don’t see a whole lot of point 
in asking pertinent questions at 
conferences, say, in order to give 
the listening-watching public first 
crack at my business when 
my 
own employers won’t get the re­ 
sult of my activity until tomorrow. 
Nor do I feel that my shining face 
at some function, such as a poli­ 
tical cocktail party, is of inestim­ 
able value to the TV audience. 
Last time in Philadelphia some 
dame sat briefly in the lap of a 
dignified friend, at Peiie Mesta’s 
drinking reception, and the whole 
wide world—that portion which 
was on a channel—had an imme­ 
diate picture of it. 
They are going to have to draw 
some harsher lines about the in­ 
trusion of privacy on this TV 
thing, for there are some of us who 
would have a difficult time ex­ 
plaining a lady in our laps, even 
if it were a joke. The banning of 
the TV camera at official hearings 
where people are forced to testify, 
possibly against their inclination, 
is a healthy start.

This year’s legislature again re­ 
fused to approve Williams’ sugges­ 
tion for a corporation profits tax. 
As a substitute the legislature 
passed the tax package designed 
to raise some $30,000,000.

measures in the package levy a 
used car transfer tax, increase the 
intangibles tax, and increase the 
corporation franchise tax.

Senator George N. Higgins (R-

Budget Hodge-Podge 
Higgins offered to debate the 
tax program with Williams. 
“If he would,” 
Higgins 
said,

Rubber Controls 
Go Off April 21 


By JERRY T. PAULCH 
WASHINGTON — </P) — The 
government today announced the 
removal of almost all controls on 
the use of natural and synthetic 
rubber, effective April 21. 
But the door was left open for 
a quick clampdown should 
the 
nation’s rubber stockpile fall dan­ 
gerously low or prices skyrocket 
again. 
Provision also was 
made 
to 
guarantee that 
government-built 
synthetic rubber plants are kept 
operating at a peak so they can 
shift rapidly into emergency pro­ 
duction if necessary. 
The National Production Author­ 
ity, in announcing the end of the 
10-year-old restriction 
on 
how 
much rubber may be used in each 
product, said this removes 
the 
last World War II allocation con­ 
trol. 
The government’s action “will 
provide relatively free competition 
between 
natural 
and 
synthetic 
rubber,” said Henry H. Fowler, 
NPA administrator, in a 
state­ 
ment. 
“The natural rubber supply in 
the United States,” he said, “Now 
enables us to lift all the restric­ 
tions on the consumption of na­ 
tural rubber with the exception of 
pale and sole crepe, which remain 
in short s u p p ly .” 
“Pale Crepe” and “sole crepe” 
are types of dry natural rubber 
produced from natural latex and 
used in tires, shoes, shoe 
soles, 
welting and wrappers.

has the right to criticize the public 
acts of officials.

Cocke said it “rebounds to the 
public good" to have issues

before it by newspaper comment 
on subjects of public interest.

nists are tied together by a single 
goal and a common discipline. The 
goal: To reshape civilization in the 
image of the Soviet Union. The 
discipline: Everything for Moscow. 
This is what the West faces. 
More and more, diplomats in this 
part of the world are expressing 
the opinion that the people of the 
West must recognize as a fact that 
the Stalinists are strong, that they 
are organized, that they constitute 
a powerful menace 
to 
Western 
ways of life. 
Much To Be Done 
Realizing this, say these diplo­ 
mats, the West will make itself 
that much stronger, 
will 
know 
where and how to oounter Stalin’s 
maneuvers. 
In the military field, much had 
been done already, and there is 
much more to be done. But even 
now there is a noticeable rise in 
confidence in Western Europe. If 
the showdown should come, say 
military men, the West could give 
a good account of itself along the 
Rhine while its air power raced 
into action. 
But how about the propaganda 
field? 
Communist propaganda every­ 
w here has been on the offensive. 
It has been successful in many in­ 
stances. The technique of the big 
lie, learned from Joseph Goebbels, 
is being used to an extent Goeb­ 
bels never dreamed of. 
Appeals to self interest are care­ 
fully launched and have brought 
results. 
The 
international 
eco­ 
nomic conference in Moscow, just 
ended, served the Kremlin well. 
Moscow’s bait of profits has been 
a strong lure. Moscow has looked 
at all the sore points in the West 
and promised relief. Is there a 
slump in Britain’s textile indus­ 
try? Moscow indicates she will buy 
textiles. Is there unemployment in 
Italy? Moscow indicates full scale 
trade with the East will ease that. 
Moscow’s 
performance 
never 
matches her propaganda. But the 
propaganda is aggressive. Wher­ 
ever there is discontent, wherever 
there is human misery, wherever 
there is fear or suffering or hun­ 
ger, the agents of Moscow are ac- 
thle. They are schooled in capital­ 
izing on human ills, 
trained 
to 
turn despair into a bloody poli­ 
tical weapon, intent on answering 
prayers for deliverance with the 
shackles of dictatorship. 
Can the West seize and hold 
the propaganda offensive? 
There are some concrete pro­ 
posals at hand, and some concrete 
action designed to snatch the ini­ 
tiative from the Communists. 
The International 
Confedera­ 
tion 
of 
Free 
Trade 
Unions 
(ICFTU), the Western 
workers’ 
answer to the Communist World 
Federation 
of 
Trade 
Unions 
(W FTU), it readying a full blast 
campaign which will take the is­ 
sue of freedom or slavery ditact- 
ly into the factories and to mass 
groups throughout Europe and the 
Middle East. 
An international organieation of 
counter-propaganda 
has 
grown 
up from the efforts of one French­ 
man, Jean-Paul David, to catch 
Moscow off base. 
Radio Free Europe and Rias, the 
American radio in Berlin, have 
highly effective programs. 
Responsible British sources are 
suggesting a general Allied coun­ 
cil to counter the Cominform, to 
anticipate its moves and to bring 
Cominform operations clearly into 
the light of day. 
There 
is 
growing impatience 
throughout Europe with the con­ 
stant defensive attitude 
of 
the 
West in the face 
of 
Moscow’s 
thrusts. Some officials insist that 
the Russians are in reality poor 
propagandists, and that it is only 
by the sheer number of words and 
the constant repetition that some 
of the propaganda sinks in. 
However, the influx into Vienna 
of W estern specialists with Com­ 
munist views is giving some West­ 
ern know-how to the Moscow pro­ 
paganda efforts, and permitting 
the Kremlin to make hay in its 
long-range campaign. 
One high British source insists 
that what the Western Allies need 
is 
a 
massive counter-offensive. 
This is his view: The West should 
go into Vienna determined to ex­

the 
Cominform

It is always unpleasant to have 
friction in a 
family, 
especially 
when close relatives are involved. 
Those who quarrel don’t realise 
how unpleasant they make things 
for all other members of the fami­ 
ly.

When two men are involved in 
a quarrel, it is often 
easier 
to 
patch things up than when it in­ 
volves women. Women, unfortu­ 
nately, have a tendency to carry a 
grudge longer than men. 
Have a stern talk with both your 
father and your husband 
alone 
Tell them they are acting like 
children and that you are ashamed 
of them. Tell them also that they 
do not Hhve to be friends but 
they must act like civilized people 
if they want to keep your respect. 
Perhaps you can shame both of 
them into acting their ages.

Million Dollars Raised 
By Two Young Gamblers' 
To Buy Big Logging Firms

When Mr. Orr handed Lou Ya- 
lomstein and myself the option to 
purchase the C. L. and W. L. Co’s 
properties, 
he said, 
“You 
boys 
have a wonderful bargain and I 
hope you make good, but don’t for­ 
get to come across with over a 
million dollars in cash on Decem­ 
ber 1st, or your $5,000.00 and what­ 
ever more you spend is gone, be­ 
cause that option won’t be extend­ 
ed a single minute.’’ 
And Mr. Quick on his return 
from California that spring told me 
substantially the same thing, and 
added that if he were 20 years 
younger we would never have had 
the opportunity. 
The price of $750,000.00 was for 
the real estate and logging equip­ 
ment 
only. 
The 
merchandise, 
hardware, retail lumber, planing 
mill, coal and warehouse stocks 
would require at least $200,000,000 
more, and logging operations would 
take not less than $250,000.00, be­ 
cause in addition to their own 
camps, they had contracts with 14 
log jobbers for over l l million feet. 
Jobbers who put in over one million 
feet in the 191213 season, and 
whose contracts we had to assume, 
were: 
Arthur Burton, 3,519,078 feet. 
Frank Cookson, 2,799,618 feet. 
Miller & f ox, 2.184,899 feet. 
Julius Phillion, 1,337,131 feet. 
Had Made a Deal 
Nevertheless, (although we even 
had to borrow the $5,000.00 option 
fee temporarily) we assured Mr. 
Orr that he had made a deal, and 
that we would have the cash on the 
line, which we did. 
Our first step was to raise $10.- 
000.00 expense money, get reliable 
data, cruises, appraisals, etc., and 
•set up a plan of organization ac­ 
ceptable to outside capitalists. We 
contacted three local men, Virgil 
1. Hixson, A. S. Putnam and W. B. 
Thomas, who, after we told them 
the price, put up the $10,000.00 ex­ 
pense money in return for a sub­ 
stantial stock bonus if, when and 
as our deal went through, other­ 
wise no return. 
They also agreed 
to invest $115,000.00 cash in securi­ 
ties of our new company. 
The Chicago Lumbering Com­ 
pany was an active going concern 
employing perhaps 600 or 700 men 
at this time and neither the com­ 
pany or ourselves wanted it known 
that an option had been given until 
we 
knew 
the 
deal 
was 
going 
through. 
Our problem therefore 
was to get accurate data about the 
business without arousing public 
curiosity. 
Mr. Kelso, secretary, 
gave us a list of the lands (161,000 
acres) and the City property, con­ 
sisting o f five general store build­ 
ings, 147 two story houses in good 
repair, Ossa hotel, 650 acres of 
land, including all available fac­ 
tory sites, building lots and un­ 
platted residence locations, docks, 
mills, tram s, water power, etc. On 
the 
map, 
the 
Company 
owned 
about 70^ of the city’s area. 
Enough Stum page Values 
Included in the logging equipment 
were 90 heavy draft horses but the 
only data on the timber was Mr. 
O rr’s statement that there was 
“over IOO million feet which would 
run over 4.000 feet to the acre,” 
(He didn’t consider that a stand of 
less than 4,000 feet to the acre was 
a logging proposition), and where 
to find it. 
We knew Mr. Orr was 
very conservative and that we 
could depend absolutely on his 
word, but we would have to have 
more definite data to interest a Chi­ 
cago or Detroit bond house. 
So 
we engaged a firm of reputable

outside criusers, who found 128 
million feet of saw timber on ap­ 
proximately 25,500 a c r e s 
and 
enough other products to aggregate 
$728,500.00 in stumpage values at 
the prices then prevailing, which 
was enough for our porpose and we 
didn’t bother to cruise the bulk of 
the remaining lands. 
Some of the items in the cruisers’ 
report may interest present day 
loggers: 
250.000 Cedar Poles 30' and up 
at .50. 
200.000 Cedar Ties at .10. 
16.000 Cords Spruce Pulpwood 
at 1.50. 
White Pine (5 logs per M) $15.00; 
Hemlock, $2.50; Birch, $3.00; Ma­ 
ple, $2.50. 
We only cruised large 
timber and paid no attention to 
Hemlock and Tam arack Ties, Bal­ 
sam and Hemlock Pulpwood, Hem­ 
lock Bark (then used by tanneries), 
Poplar, White Birch or Jack Pine. 
Got Funds in Detroit 
The Union Trust Co. of Detroit, 
to which we sold $350,000.00 6^ 
Bonds, and $175,000.00 First Pre­ 
ferred To Stock, sent an “expert” 
up to check our cruises who re­ 
ported back “Our estimates over­ 
run considerably x x x we find 
their estimates conservative, and 
will on ‘cutting out’ show a good 
‘overrun’.” 
This was a m aster 
understatement. 
We knew very 
well that there was much more 
timber on the lands but we only 
went far enough to satisfy the 
Trust Company that their bonds 
were safe. 
At a “Liquidation Sale” in De­ 
cember 
1925, 
the 
Consolidated 
Lumber Co. after lumbering for 
thirteen years, advertised for sale 
at Public Auction: 
119.143.000 feet of Saw Timber 
33,377 Cords of Spruce Pulpwood 
369,350 Cedar Ties. 
Timber grows faster than some 
folks think but not quite that fast, 
but there was probably 2 or 3 times 
as much timber on the lands in 
1912 than the amount stated in the 
Union Trust Co.’s bond circular. 
Confidential Work 
We knew that any value we put 
on the mills, lumber yards and city 
property would be questioned in 
view of a dwindling timber supply, 
so we engaged the American Ap­ 
praisal Co. and their valuation of 
$480,108.00 after deducting depre­ 
ciation was accepted without ques­ 
tion by the bond houses. 
It took us most of the spring and 
summer to secure the data and 
assemble it in shape to interest an 
investment house, a job which re­ 
quired a great deal of confidential 
book work, typing and correspond­ 
ence, and we imported Miss Ethel 
Kilpatrick, (a young lady whom I 
had known from childhood, and 
whose father had been my guardian

Trout fishing will still attract a 
lot of fishermen, but the avaail- 
ability of other fishing on the same 
d a y will reduce the trotters to an 
estimated 40.000 or 50.000. But this 
throng will be greatly enhanced by 
the estimated 250.000 fishermen ex­ 
pected to go after the other species. 
Trout streams were giving signs 
they would be higher and colder 
than last year, further encouraging 
a shift of interest away from the 
streams. 
U. S. geological survey check 
readings on streams show generally 
they are higher and colder than 
at the same time last year. 
The trout will still be king in Kal­ 
kaska, where the annual National 
Trout Festival will be held. 
The 
festival includes a queen crowning. 
a dance, fishing contests and other 
festivities. 
Festival At Nahma 
In the Upper Peninsula town of 
Nahma. which was bought, lock 
stock and barrel by a playground 
device company, the first annual 
fishing festival, to celebrate the 
new, bigger opening has been ar­ 
ranged. 
A major fishing law change to 
watch is the reduction of the trout 
limit from streams from 15 to IO 
fish. 
The limit on trout lakes re­ 
mains at five. 
On other species 
the creel limit remains unchanged. 
Seven inch or longer trout are 
legal except in marked portions of 
the north and south branch of Au 
Sable and the Pine rivers, where 
trout must be IO inches long before 
they can go in the creel. 
The 
Conservation 
Department 
plans to plant some 200,000 legal­ 
sized trout in streams before the 
opening. More than 200,000 under­ 
sized trout 
have been 
planted, 
mostly in lakes. 
The more than 500 public fishing 
access sites, IOO of them on north­ 
ern trout streams, are in readiness 
to receive the hordes expected to 
descend on them. 
There is one vital item of equip­ 
ment that fishermen must not for­ 
get to provide themselves with. 
Everyone who has passed his 17th 
birthday and plans to fish inland 
waters needs a fishing license. 
The resident license costs $1.50. i 
the none-resident 10-day license $2 i 
and the annual non-resident li­ 
cense $3. 
In 
addition 
those 
planning 
to 
fish for trout will need a $1 trout 
stamp. It has to be pasted to the 
license in the space provided and 
signed across the face by the li­ 
cense holder.

Atomic Sponges 


Sop Up Cancer

WHITE SULPHUR 
SPRINGS, 
W. Va.— (ZP) —Science is investi­ 
gating the possibility of mopping 
up elusive 
brain 
cancers 
with 
atomic energy “sponges,” two Chi­ 
cago surgeons reported. 
The doctors said animal experts 
had suggested the possibility that 
special sponges, filled with radio­ 
active materials, and inserted into 
the human brain, might kill off 
possible remnants of malignant tis­ 
sue after all visible cancer was re­ 
moved by surgery. 
Tried On Humans 
Dis. Loyal Davis and Stanton L. 
Goldstein said trials in human pa­ 
tients were under way and that 
results would be reported at a fu­ 
ture date. 
They said absorbable 
sponges 
made of gelutenous or soggy ma­ 
terial—sometimes 
employed 
for 
checking hemorrhages—were 
be­ 
ing used. And they declared the 
radioactive materials for impreg­ 
nating the sponges consisted of 
either gold or phosphorous. Both 
of these ray-emiting materials are 
produced by the Atomic Energy 
Commission 
at 
its 
Oak Ridge, 
Term,, plant. 
Reporting to a scientific meeting 
of the American Surgical Asso­ 
ciation—an organization which in­ 
cludes the nation’s top teachers of 
surgical technique—the scientists 
gave this outline: 
The major difficulty in attack­ 
ing cancers deep-seated in brain 
tissue is that when 
the 
visible 
tumor is removed by surgery, Can­ 
cer tissue can remain hidden in the 
tumor "bed.” 
Tissues Endangered 
X-ray could be used to kill this 
remaining tissue, but its deeply 
penetrating rays might also de­ 
stroy normal tissue in the brain. 
Tests with eats 
showed 
that 
when sponges impregnated with 
radio-active gold or phosphorous 
were inserted in the brain, the tis­ 
sue-killing power of the rays was 
limited to a tiny area around the 
place of insertion. 
There was no apparent adverse 
effect on the central nervous sys­ 
tem of the animals. 
“It was concluded,” the doctors 
said, “that this method was worthy 
and safe for trial in patients.”

Theft Of Cairo 
Mummies Denied 


ANN ARBOR. Mich.—LB—An ac­ 
cusation by the Egyptian govern­ 
ment that a University of Michigan 
expedition made olf with Egyptian 
mummies was flatly denied here 
today by Dr. Enoch E. Peterson, 
director of the University Museum 
of Archeology. 
The accusation was directed at a 
1929 expedition by the University 
headed by Dr. Peterson. 
“The University of Michigan has 
taken no mummies from Egypt,” 
he said. “We have no mummies in 
our possession.” 
Dr. Peterson headed the continu­ 
ing expedition in Egypt from 1926 
to 1935, excavating in the Cairo 
area. 
The Egyptian state audit depart­ 
ment earlier this week charged 
that thousands of highly valuable 
historic objects were missing from 
the Egyptian museum. 
It said the Michigan expedition 
got a number of pieces on loan and 
had never returned them. It urged 
an immediate complete inventory, 
proposed that foreign groups be 
asked to return pieces they hold 
and sugested a ban on future loans.

Sen. Moody Thinks 
Williams Will Be 
President Some Day 


WASHINGTON — (ZP) — Sen. 
Moody (D-Mich) has reaffirmed 
his belief that his state’s Gov. G. 
Mennen Williams “sometime will 
be president of the United States.” 
Moody made the remark as he 
declared that withdrawal of Illi­ 
nois Gov. Adlai Stevenson from 
the Democratic Presidential race 
puts Sen. Paul Douglas ta the fore 
again as a likely candidate. 
Douglas of Illinois has said re­ 
peatedly he would not accept the 
Presidential 
nomination. 
But 
Moody said Douglas, as “an in- 
t e n s e I y • patriotic 
American,” 
w’ould not “in my opinion turn 
away from any responsibility to 
which his countrymen called him.” 
As for Michigan’s plans, Moody 
said the name of the 41-year-old 
Gov. Williams will be presented to 
the July nominating convention as 
a candidate for president. 
“If the governor feels this is his 
year, I will fight for him to the 
end. If he is not nominated this 
time, we feel he is likely to be in 
1956 or 1960.” 
It is too early to 
predict 
the 
1952 Democratic ticket. Moody told 
newsmen “but a good winter-book 
guess would be Douglas and Ke- 
fauver.” 
That would put the Tennessee 
Senator, who has been campaign­ 
ing hard for the Presidential nom­ 
ination, in second place behint! 
Douglas. 
“The change in 
the 
situation 
brought 
about 
by 
Stevenson’s 
withdraw^ is that it removes an 
obstacle to Douglas’ nomination.” 
Moody said. 
“There will be a 
number 
of 
strong and able candidates at the 
convention such as senators Ke- 
fauver, Kerr and Russell 
and, 
I 
believe, Averell Harriman as w'ell 
as Vice President Barkley. 
“In that sort of a situation the 
convention may turn to some other 
highly qualified candidate. Paul 


Douglas will be in a very strong 
position.” 
(How'ever, Moody said, "I be­ 
lieve at the present time Sen. 
Douglas favors the nomination of 
Estes Kefauver.” Months ago be­ 
fore Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
entered the Republican race, Doug­ 
las named Eisenhower as his first 
choice for president. 
Moody, appointed by Gov. Wil­ 
liams a year ago to succeed the 
late Republic Senator Arthur Van­ 
denberg, is seeking election to a 
full six-year Senate term.
